Winnipeg.—The fine threshing wea- 
ther ot ine past week has caused a 
big stir in the movement of wheat 
to the lakes from ail parts of tne 
west. Altnouga now nearly three 
weeks behind the noi mal record, tuere 
is every evidenve Of prouipt removal 
of the grain with very lite fear of 
Congestion, according .to the railway 
freigut staf! in aeparimenis of the 
Various raiiroaas, dhere ave plenty 
of cars in waiting and the farmers are 
sending their grain so promptty, both 
to the plitform and to the eievators 
baer there is Very little delay in load- 
ng. { 

Vhere has been little or nothing 
done in the matter of shipping a part 
of the crop tiurough Duiuia in order 
to get it to the seapoard without de- 
lay, but it is understood that during 
this week, when the shipping is in full 
swing and the estimates can be taken 
jm the different districts as to the 
volume to be moved, some’sort of ar- 
rangement Will be made by which Du- 
luth will handle the surplys of the 
“eastbound grain. The farmers are 
working night and day at the plat- 
forms, and the break is about even 
with last year as to the platform load- 
ing. ‘The elevators are pouring their 
golden treasures directly inte the cars 
and the returns so far this year show 
that this method of disposing of the 
crop is as popular as ever. 

On October 1 the three provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
on the C.P.R, lines, loaded 597 cars 
of grain. f 

Last year on the same day 384 cars 
were loaded, an incrédse of 213 cars. 

156 of these cars were loaded by 
the farmers direct and last year only 
56 cars were loaded from the plat- 
form in the output of the days. 

It is difficult to state just which 
method is the more popular, as the 
districts and roads have to be con- 
sidered in getting the grain to the 
nearest point of transportation. 

The output of Manitoba from Sep- 
tember first up to Oct. 1, this year 
was 299 cars, out of which 161 cars 
were loaded from the elevators. 

Last year, during the same period, 
there were loaded 167 cars, 188 from 
elevators and 29 from’ the platform, 

In Saskatchewan this year up to 
October first, 1,855 cars were shipped, 
The figures show all the way 
through a bigger month for Septem 
ber this year than last, and although 
the Manitoba demand ‘has fallen off 
there is a big increase from the dis- 
trict around Saskatoon. 

Up to Oct. 1, the C.N.R. have 
loaded and unloaded under orders 
1,161 cars at the elevators and 1,879 
cars at the platform stations along 
their lines. 

As most of this demand comes from 
Saskatchewan there is every reason 
to believe that the output from this 
province will far surpass the estimate 
of the most optimistic. _ 

The officials in charge of the trans- 
portation of the grain on all the roads 
through the agricultura) distri¢tts of 
the west are most optimistic over the 
ease with which the crop will be 
moved. t 

Unlike work in previous years, the 
threshing, operations have taken place 
in sections. Where these operations 
were furthest advanced there the cars 
were placed in greatest numbers,

Decrease in Homestead Entries 

Ottawa .—Canada's remaining home- 
stead lands in the west have begun to 
show evidenee of depletion in regard 
to their availability and attractiveness 
for new settlers. The settlers now 
going in, though even more numer- 
ous than last year, are taking up in the 
aggregate more of the land by pur- 
chase than by homesteading. The 
most accessible free land districts 
were taken up by the rush of home 
steaders during the past decade. For 
the first seven months of the year the 
number of homestead entries made in 
the western provinces has totalled 
22,707 a decrease of 1,245 as compared 
with the first seven months of last 


year. Homestead entries in Manito- 
ba for the seven months totalled 
1,848, an increase of 309, In Sas- 


katchewan, the entries for the seven 
months totalled 11,699, a increase of 
1,246. In Alberta the total this year 
was 8,874, a decrease of 307. British 
Columbia homesteads taken up during 
the seven montlis totalled only 180.
